This pedigree is founded on one in the Hopkinson Collections. Concerning Sir 
Eobert Percy, who appears to have been the great man of this family, we are told in 
it that he was brought up with King Richard III. from a child, to whom he was 
first Captain of his Guard, & after Comptroller, & of his Privy Council. Arms were 
assigned to him by Richard, Duke of York, viz., A lion rampant counterchanged 
argent & sable, & for a Crest an armed arm argent & azure holding a silver battle- 
axe. He was slain at Bosworth & afterwards attainted. He had the manors of 
Cam pes, Saxton, & Abiton in Cambridgeshire, Scotton & Brearton in Yorkshire, 
Gersboldsham in Norfolk, & several in Essex.

The above is copied from an entry made about 1819 by John Wilmer Field, Esq., 
at the Heralds' College, where he had, I believe, a Grant of Arms. 

For the early generations there is, I imagine, little or nothing besides the will of 
Robert Field in 1595. This will I once saw at York, and I shall annex my abstract 
of it as it supplies names not introduced in the pedigree.

This is not the will of a very young man & I think it probable that he was older 
than his brother George who was 47 when this will was made. It is not probable 
that Joseph Field, who appears in the pedigree as his nephew & bp. 1601, was his 
brother's son or that Edward, the brother, did not marry before 1599. I have little 
doubt that when there was read in the Register of Bradford, 1601, Aug. 23, bp. 
Joseph, son of Edward Field, that the Edward there named was not brother to the 
testator, but the nephew of that name who is mentioned in the will. I have heard 
that M r Lambert of Bradford, who is skilled in Bradford Pedigrees, says there are 
other mistakes.

Harrowby. It is I have no doubt in the handwriting of that William Brack by 
whom it was compiled. It is remarkable for containing the descent of the Hungates 
of York, whose descendants in 1831 claimed the antient estates of the Hungates of 
''Saxton against M r Gascoigne, & succeeded at the York Assizes, April 1831, in 
getting a verdict which declared that William Hungate below, b. 1643, d. 1677 
(father of Ralph, Thomas, & Ann), was not son of Ralph, but a son or brother of 
Colonel Francis Hungate of Saxton. 

It is further remarkable that the Baronetage of 1741 shews the Haverhills as 
descended as is here shewn, the Baronetage also shews that William, who it is con- 
tended is the William below, to have been a Colonel in Lord Dunbar's Regiment. 

So William Anning Hungate in consequence of this decision of the Jury assumed 
Ithe title of Baronet. 

It was alleged on the trial that Thomas, who mar. Sarah Brack, d. without issue, 
& that his younger brother John became his heir, which John had a son John, who 
it was alleged was in the Excise, & resided chiefly in Essex, & had a dau. M rs Jane 
Tibbats of Chelmsford who was brought as a witness, & d. at York almost immediately 
; on her arrival at the age of 80, & a son William, father of William Anning Hungate, 
the plaintiff, who was a Lieutenant in the Navy.

1 He presided at the trial of Burdet, a Citizen of London, for treasonable words, 
who having recovered by suit a house in Cheapside called the Crown (now the Fleur 
de Lis), meeting his son that day coming from Sir Anthony's school, bid him ply 
his book & he would make him heir of the Crown. The man was acquitted. The 
King wrote to the Chief Justice to proceed to a second trial & use all strictness in 
the process. He did so, but he charged the Jury in favour of the prisoner, who was 
again acquitted, for which the King deposed the Judge & sent him to the Fleet, 
deputed another in his place, & Burdet was tried again, convicted, & executed. 
This tale did a Judge (Fleetwood Recorder of London) tell me ! The King 
would have restored him, but he preferred to retire from public life, & settled himself 
at Sedgebrook, where he built a lodging for himself & two priests (giving up all the 
rest to his son) in the church, where he spent 20 years in spiritual contemplation 
for the good of his soul, & at his death was bur. in the church. He built a window 
in Cotham Church with his effigies. Made a fish-pond at Sedgebrook just the 
length & breadth of Westminster Hall, which to this day they call Westminster.

1 "A wise understanding gentleman who having been Secretary to Admiral 
Seimor, & upon his disgrace committed to the Tower, Sir John M. being Lieut. 
This Harrington chanced to fall in love with her, and her Majesty coming to the 
Crown, & knowing the force of love, gave .... her beloved, & for their better 
ability she bestowed on them the reversion of Lenton Abbey in fee farm, a matter of 
three or four thousand pounds value. They lived long together & had comfort of 
issue, & of her I will conclude with a true description of her mind & manners by one 
that knew her well : 

" A body chaste, a virtuous mind, 
A temperate tongue, an humble heart. 
Secret & wise, faithful & kind, 
Plain without guile, mild without art, 
A friend to peace, a foe to strife, 
A spotless maid, a matchless wife." 

Of Thomas, brother of Isabel, he says : " For Thomas Markham, he married a 
daughter & heir of Rice Griffin, a great inheritrix, wise, virtuous, & very religious (in 
her religion which is Popish) gentlewoman. So careful in education of her children, 
whereof God blessed her with many. So good a housekeeper, so modest & obedient 
a yoke-fellow, & such in every respect as no man need wish a better. So that if a 
happiness may be enjoyed in this life, no man was more likely than Thomas.^ He 
had favour of his prince, reverence of the greatest Lords which he got by a kind of 
bluntness of speech, telling men their faults without dissimulation, keeping his word, 
and being of ability to make men beholden unto him, beloved of his neighbours 
partly for his housekeeping, but chiefly for his helping them in their suits. Happy 
in his children who are of as temperate a good nature as any one brood that I have 
ever known, but chiefly Robert who d. in Italy, who for wisdom, valour, temperance, 
& justice, was in mine openion the rarest gentleman that ever I knew. But whether 
these felicities made him presumptuous, or whether he had in him any secret faults 
which God was pleased to punish, or whether God pleased to exercise him & his 
with chastisement ? as he often doeth those he loveth, so it is, that as it were in $ 
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Tho.

moment, all those blessings are subverted. He utterly lost the love of his Prince, 
his credit was quite overthrown with the peers, his debts exceed his ability, his 
lands are sold, his bond is not taken for £5, yea, which of all is most miserable, his 
children, three at a time in question and proclaimed high traytors to the State ; but 
that it is modern, it were incredible wherin the noble Earl of Shrewsbury doth truly 
shew himself, for as in the beginning he was his truest friend, & after, as I know, 
very unnecessarily lost, which was one of the first steps to Markham's ruin, and 
being lost, Markham according to his usual bluntness railing on him, discovering 
what, imparted in former friendship, he knew that might disgrace him, & not daring 
a direct opposition (to his power), combining with his adversaries, yea with those 
who for his own sake first became his adversaries. But that true noble spirit 
scorning a base advantage in these his extremest miseries, stood to his children, & 
by his only credit freed two of them from question which confirmeth my opinion 

that the right honourable cannot but shew themselves such. So much 

for Thomas."

The story of Sir Wil. Gascoigne committing Prince Henry to the Fleet for 
striking him when he was committing one of the Prince's dissolute companions, & 
of King Henry giving thanks for such a Judge & such a son, is related here of Sir 
John Markham. 

Sir John Markham, who had command at Stokefield which is only 2 miles from 
Cotham, had a contention with the people of Long Binnington about the bounds of 
Cotham & Binnington, they having large fens in which each of them had interest of 
common, without any separation or certain boundaries, but such as by prescription 
& length of time by their going in procession they used to meet out, wherein it 
should appear there was much encroaching & pretending to each other's right, 
which he, a man of impatient nature not enduring, offered violence, & lives were 
lost in the fray. Whereupon, being prosecuted, he withdrew to a house he had in 
Holland in Lincolnshire, & there stood upon his guard. The course of law 
proceeding he was outlawed upon murder. However, he was not seized, but lived 
retired, till Margaret, Countess of Richmond, chanced to progress into those parts 
for her pleasure. Some friends of Sir John drew her by sport of Hawking to be 
benighted near his house, & the place some 12 miles distant where she had appointed 
to lodge persuaded her that she could have no place more convenient than Cressy- 
hall. She accepted the offer & was so well pleased with her entertainment that she 
begged of her son to pardon Markham, restore his living, & discharge his debts. 
She took the tuition of his heir, whom she mar. to a kinswoman of hers, a lady of 
the blood-royal. She gave the Markhams a fellowship in St. John's College, Camb. 
She also maintained in very noble sort her kinswoman & her husband in her own 
house. The lady being young & tender, but large of bone, died in the bearing of her 
first child, Sir John, grandfather to the writer of these memoirs. 

" He, it should seem, bruised at his coming into the world, was ever after lame, 
so as he went stooping." 
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Thoroton (' Notts, 'i., 344) says that Francis Markham collected a history of his 
own family, which Francis was son of Robert by Mary Leke his wife. This history 
I have seen, & the pedigree p. 412 is a copy of his pedigree w 7 ith the addition of 
the Ollerton branch. It was lent to me (i.e. a copy of it made by himself) by 
Lord Arundell in 1831. It is not so critical as might be wished & is imperfect 
towards the end. All that is valuable is here copied. 

The Archbishop of York's family is from a pedigree supplied by the family to 
Lord Arundel. It is added that information respecting Daniel Markham, who mar. 
Elizab. Fleming (Q. Fennel), & who resided in the county of Kilkenny, may be had 
from Peter Walsh, Esq., of Ballina, Oarrick on Suir. 

It would appear that John, the son of Robert, was the only child born when 
Francis Markham compiled the pedigree, the 4 other sons Rob., Daniel, Alex 1 ', & 
Philip, appear in Thoroton. Their father Robert was an unthrift.

Copy of a letter to D r Prattinton of Bewdley, dated Peaehley, 1 Dec. 1829, and 
signed Emma Clara Harrison : — 

Sir, — On referring to my Aunt Yeomans, I find my Grandfather Harrison was 
lineally descended from Sir Tho. Harrison of Copgrave in the county of York, who 
was living in the year 1682 ; and from memorandums in my father's bureau I learn 
that the family was in possession of a freehold estate called Ash Bank near Bedale. 
The copy I send you of a letter from an Attorney who had done business for my grand- 
father will shew the estimation in which he was held before he came into this county. 
In 1759 my grandfather was made Commissary to the French Prisoners sent to 
Bedale on their Parole of Honour, & I have seen several letters from these gentle- 
men after their return to France testifying their gratitude for attentions shewn to 
them while under his charge. My grandfather did not dispose of his property in 
the county of York until some time after he came into possession of his uncle's 
estate in Worcestershire, which that gentleman willed to my grandfather because he 
was the eldest son of an elder brother. He gave the presentation of the living of 
Doverdale to the only son of his youngest brother, and my grandfather in the 
generosity of his heart when he came to Temple Laughern gave up the advowson ! 
I know my grandfather did not enter into much company, though he was a man of 
pleasing manners, & I have heard him spoken of as a Classical Scholar. 

From D r Nash's ' History of Worcestershire ' you will see his uncle Robert was 
greatly esteemed by Bishop Hough, who sat to Jervis for a portrait which he 
presented to my uncle, & which is now at Peaehley with another of Lady Lee by 
Sir Peter Lely, & I have the honourable testimony which was given him of the 
freedom of the City of Worcester, an event not quite so common formerly. I have 
also an interesting letter from that Uncle Robert giving an account of the falling 
in of the roof of the Town Hall at the time his brother was upon the Grand Jury. 
I send you an impression of the only arms I came in possession of, & which 
I believe was the individual seal used by my Grandfather when Sheriff for the 
County. Perhaps I ought to add that my brother Richard H. H. of the Inner 
Temple is the present representative of the family. I am, Sir, Your Obedient

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I scarcely remember an instance in which a pedigree came upon me with more 
surprise than this since the days when these fields were perpetually presenting me 
with new objects of interest. I had long known by the Parish Registers of Ecking- 
ton that there was a family of Leighs in that parish, and that they were Gentlemen ; 
but not only is no account to be found of them in the Visitation, but in the great 
Collections of Derbyshire Topography, Blore's, Pegge's, Wolley's, Bassano's, & 
others, nothing or very little is said of them. The above pedigree, however, at last 
(October 1833) presented itself in Dale's Collections at the Heralds' College, & was 
doubtless communicated to him professionally by John Leigh, born 1630, who may 
be trusted for the account up to his grandfather with the Collaterals.

On the decease of John Alleyne there were disputes about the possession of his 
lands.

The substance of this Pedigree of Newcome is taken from Clutterbuck's < History 
of Hertfordshire,' vol. L, p. 485. The branch from Henry, the Hackney School- 
master, is from the information of my father in law D r Hayward, who spent the 
greater part of his life at Hackney, & knows the family well. 

In the ' Life of Matthew Henry,' p. 198, there is mention of a James Newcome, 
grandson of Henry, of Manchester, who d. before his grandfather, & when just 
entering in the Ministry 27 May 1695. In the same work, p. 181 & 182, it is said 
that the Clergyman at Tattenhall in 1699 was violent against the dissenters. Yet 
the tone of the family has been moderate in Ecclesiastical & Political affairs. Cole 
complains of it in the branch with which he was connected. And Peter, the Rector 
of Shenley, has introduced some very few remarks upon Establishment in his 
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' History of the Abbey of St. Alban's.' W m Newcome, the Archbishop of Armagh, 
was also of this family. He was born 10 April 1729, son I believe of Joseph New- 
come, Vicar of St. Helen's, Abingdon, and Rector of Barton le Clay in Bedfordshire. 
A Newcome, a petitioning Minister. 

M r Parkinson, Canon of Manchester, informs me that M r Tho. Newcome, Rector 
of Shenley, says that the Archbishop was descended of Robert Newcome, the eldest 
brother ^of Henry, who was Rector of Allerton near Peterborough, & had also the 
family living at Oaldecot in Huntingdonshire. He had a son John who succeeded 
him in the family living of C, from him descended Daniel, who in 1733 became 
Dean of Gloucester, & from him William, the Archbishop, son of a Rector of Barton 
in the Clay near Luton. See Letter of M r Doyley Bailey, & also account of the 
Ricard's family. 

There is a Pedigree of Newcome in Addit. MS. 12474, f. 56. 

Who was Rev. Tho s Newcombe, bur. June 11, 1765, at Hackney, as appears 
Lysons's MS. Notes ; Add. MS. 9452. 

Cole says that D r Newcome, Bishop of Dromore, mar. in Jan. 1767 Miss Doyly, 
dau. of Sir Tho. D., Barb. He is a son of a Clergyman in Bedfordshire. Lost an 
arm at College at Oxford by endeavouring to keep some of his acquaintances who 
were rushing into his Chambers out of them, by which he hurt his arm which 
mortified, & he was obliged to submit to amputation. He was tutor to Lord 
Hertford's son, which gained him his bishoprick. He is nearly related to my 
nephew (xviii.). 

Cole in his vol. xlix. has a good account of John Newcome, Dean of Rochester 
in the time of George II. He appears not to have been of this family, but the son 
of a baker at Grantham. So there were 2 Newcomes Deans of Rochester.

1 had often in the early stage of my Enquiries of the nature to which this book 
bears testimony been struck with the singular shield of Arms on the tomb of 
Timothy Jollie, the first pastor of the Upper Chapel at Sheffield, where, when a boy, 
I used to attend. They were somewhat injured by time, but I could trace a sword 
between 2 keys, & 3 hands in the upper part. I never saw anything about them 
till this day (Feb. 6, 1835, my birthday, when I am 52 years old), when reading at 
the Museum in one of the Holmes' MS., 2161 of Harl. Libr., I found a grant of 
them apparently by Randle Holmes & W m Ryley, Norroy, dated 3 Oct. 1648 to 
James Jolley of Manchester. The colours are Argent, a bloody sword in pale 
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between 2 keys azure, on a chief vert 3 right hands couped of the first. The first 
alluding to an appointment which he held as Provost Marshal in the Parliament 
Army for Lancashire, Cheshire, etc., & the latter resembling the coat of Jolley of 
Leek, from whose family he was said to descend. The Crest, a hand erect holding 
a Golden bat ton. 

The Commissions of James Jolley are set forth in the patent, together with some 
particulars of his descent, but the latter is more fully shewn in a pedigree which 
accompanies the patent, in which the names of his children are given. The two 
eldest were then Scholars at Cambridge. There can be no doubt that the continua- 
tion I. have here given is correct. 

D r Thomson, a Physician at Halifax, descended of the Jollies. See a connection 
between Jollie and Duckenfield. 

There were other Jollies, Ministers, as at Bradfield in Norfolk, at Cockermouth, 
and at Eotterdam. 

I believe that Jeremiah & Timothy Aldred were of the family of Robert Aldred 
of Atherton.

The wife d. in 1771 ; no one claiming as heir male of the grandfather the estate 
passed to John Sleigh who, on Jan. 27, 1773, had the royal sign manual to take the 
name of Lindley. He d. 25 July 1789, 3 aged 71, & was bur. at Skegby. Next Ann 
Sleigh had the royal licence 19 Aug. 1782 to take the name of Lindley, & in 1783 
John Wilkinson, son & heir of John Wilkinson of Hilcote, had a similar licence to 
take the name of Lindley.

This Pedigree was given to me in 1808 by M r John Milnes, & seems to have 
been compiled originally by M r Percival of Royton. There is another Ped. of the 
same family in Ormerod's ' History of Cheshire,' ii., 24, which differs from this in 
several important particulars. 

Jane Gregge names in her will her sister Yates and sister Shaw, the first wife 
of her brother William Yates of Stanley House n r Blackburn. 

I copy on the opposite page a large Ped. of Gregge which is in one of Holmes' 
MSS. at the Museum, Harl. 2146. I believe the William Gregge who is there 
described as of Brazen Nose College is the ... . Gregge, Vicar of Bolton, who stands 
at the head of this Pedigree. 

On comparing the two there can, I think, scarcely be a doubt that the conjecture 
above is right. But compare p. 29 & observe that William on the opposite page has 
a dau. named Abigail. 

There is in fact no room for doubt whatever that the William Gregge of Brazen 
Nose College was the Vicar of Bolton whose name I now see was William. He was 
mar. to some person of Bolton whose name Holmes did not know, & it was plainly 
the Crompton who is found at p. . Thomas, who appears on the right, was the 
eldest son, & no doubt the son of ... . Crompton. He was ejected at St. Helen's in 
Lancashire (Calamy, 413), where it is said he was heir to Bradley Hall worth £100 a 
year, which he resigned that he might follow his Master's wish. He d. in 1681, aged 
about 44. It would seem that his father mar. a second wife and had Robert who 
got Bradley Hall, but I think this very doubtful. Ormerod, however, gives a very 
different account. He makes Joseph Gregge, who mar. the heiress of Chambre Hall, 
2 son of Robert Gregge, Barr, at Law, by Jane, dau. of ... , Holt of Bridgehall,

the Vicar of Bolton, but from the Examiner. The possession by them of Hapsford 
favours that scheme.

1. This Society shall be called the Harleian Society. 

2. It shall have for its chief object the publication of the Heraldic 
Visitations of Counties, and any manuscripts relating to Genealogy, 
Family History, and Heraldry, selected by the Council. 

3. The Council shall consist of a President, nine Vice-Presidents, and 
twelve Members of Council, two of whom shall hold the posts of Secretary 
and Treasurer ; and any four, including the Treasurer or Secretary, shall 
form a quorum. In case of equality of votes, the Chairman to have a 
casting vote. Any Candidate may be elected with the consent in writing 
of one Member of the Council, the Treasurer, and- the Secretary. 

4. Three Members of the Council shall retire in rotation annually, 
but shall be eligible for re-election. 

5. The Annual Subscription shall be One Guinea, paid in advance, 
and due on the 1st day of January in each year; and new Members 
shall pay an Entrance Fee of 10s. 6d. in addition to their first Annual 
Subscription. 

6. Members may at their option subscribe Two Guineas per annum, 
in which case they will be entitled to the publications of the Kegister 
Section of the Society. 

7. The funds raised by the Society shall be expended in publishing 
such works as are selected by the Council ; but no payment in money 
shall be made to any person for editing any work for the Society. 

8. One volume at least shall be supplied to the Members every year. 

9. An Annual Meeting shall be held in the month of January every 
year, at such time and place as the Council may direct ; and due notice 
shall be sent to the Members of the Society at least a fortnight pre- 
viously. 

10. No work shall be supplied to any Member unless his Subscription 
for the year be paid ; and any Member not having paid his Subscription 
for two years, having received notice thereof, shall cease to belong to the 
Society. 

11. No copies of the publications of the Society shall be supplied to 
persons not actually Members, and each Member shall be restricted to a 
single Subscription. 

12. An account of the receipts and expenses of the Society to be 
made up to the 31st of December in each year, and published with a list of 
the Members and the Kules of the Society in the following Volume. 

13. These Kules shall not be altered except at the Annual Meeting, 
and three clear weeks' notice must be given to the Secretary of any such 
intended alteration.

discontinued their subscription to the Eegister Section. 

The number of Members now on the Eoll is three hundred and 
sixty-three, of whom two hundred and nine are Subscribers to the 
Eegister Section, and of these there is one Member who belongs 
to the Eegister Section alone.
